REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE. 
To the Society of Pioneers of Los Angeles County : 

The undersigned finance committee of your society, to whom 
was referred the annual reports of the secretary, financial secretary, 
and treasurer, for the year ending September 4, 1906, hereby report 
as follows: 

1. That they have examined the reports, books and vouchers, and 
that the same as amended and now reported, are correct, except one 
item of $18.12, which should await the .return of the treasurer, 
Brother Mesmer; and the committee recommend that the same be 
approved. 

2. That all annual reports should begin and end on the first 
Tuesday of September of each year. 

3. That there should be added to our order of business, next 
after the election officers, at the annual meeting, or to fill vacancies, 
the words "and at the completion of !the election the officers shall 
be immediately inducted into office." 

This recommend is made so that there may be no uncertainty as 
to when the old officers shall retire, and the new officers shall take 
their places. 

4. That hereafter, the secretary be directed to furnish to the 
financial secretary the dates of death of members, so that the proper 
entry can be made on the ledger account of deceased members. 

5. That warrants drawn on the treasurer to pay bills presented 
to and allowed by the society be pinned onto the bill by the secre- 
tary, and that the treasurer, before paying any warrant, require the 
payee to endorse the warrant and receipt the bill.
